Contracts for the purchase of 
land—Prior to the time a deed is 
issued by the seller or any pay­ 
ments are made by the purchaser of 
fami land, a contract should be 
drawn up and signed by seller and 
buyer. Among other things, this 
contract should: 
1. Specify the amount of the 
purchase price and how and when 
it is to be paid. 
2. Specify that insurance policies 
in force on the property snail be 
transferred to the buyer. 
3. Designate whether crops not 
yet harvested or divided, agricul­ 
tural consen’ation payments not 
yet paid or cash rent not yet due 
are to go to the buyer, or if they 
are to be handled differently. Ob­ 
viously these provisions will depend 
upon the time of year the farm is 
sold. 
4. Designate by whom current 
taxes, assessments and insurance 
premiums shall be paid. These may 
be apportioned betw’een the buyer 
and seller, 
depending 
upon the 
amount of the current 
term for 
each item that has elapsed. Some­ 
times the bu^yer simply agrees to 
pay all future installments. As a 
general rule taxes occurring dur­ 
ing the current year are paid by 
the one who gets the crops. 
5. Provide that the seller shall 
pay all past assessments, taxes or 
obligations of any kind against the 
iand, prior to final settlement. 
6. Require the seller to provide 
an abstract containing all entries 
up to the present transaction and 
showing a clear and merchantable 
title. 
7. Proride for the delivery of a 
warranty deed free of exceptions 
or conditions, at the time fihal set­ 
tlement is made w’ith the seller.

Prof. Case named four reasons 
why young men should stay on the 
farm. 
First, farming at its bert in Il­ 
linois will more surely provide suf­ 
ficient income for a satisfactory 
living for the farm family than 
other line of wdrk a miin mignt 
undertake. 
Farming, as the best 
tenners farm, pays from $1(1 to 
$20 an acre more annual retunls 
than is found on other farms in 
the same community where a poor 
of farming is carried on. 
Second, farming as a tenant is 
a normal way for many young peo­ 
ple to start. 
From 30 to 40 per 
cent of the tenants in many coun­ 
ties are related to the owners of 
the land they operate. Under these 
conditions, tenancy frequently rep­ 
resents a satisfactory means of 
passing land on from one genera­ 
tion to tbe next. 
Third, young people with limited 
capital can get a larger return out 
of that capital by investing it in 
operating equipment than they can 
by buying land. 
Finally Case says tenants on 
many Illinois farms have a larger 
total investment than owners of 
land invested 
when they started 
farming 40 to 50 years ago. Mod­ 
ern e<|uipment makes for 
larger 
total investment, which make^ it 
more dilficult for the young man 
to begin. 
Proper father-son business re­ 
lationships are one of the best 
means of developing a strong, sta­ 
ble community life with the same 
family remaining on the same farm 
from generation to generation, 
Case concluded.

is a lot of difference between the 
functioNis of a farm house and a 
city house.

Contracts for the purchase of 
land—Prior to the time a deed is 
issued by the seller or any pay­ 
ments are made by the purchaser of 
farm land, a contract should be 
drawn up and signed by seller and 
buyer. 
Among other things, this 
contract should; 
1. Specify the amount of the 
purchase price and how and when 
it is to be paid. 
2. Specify that insurance policies 
in force on the property shall be 
transfer! ed to the buyer. 
3. Designate whether crops not 
yet harvested or divided, agricul­ 
tural conservation payments not 
yet paid or cash rent not yet due 
are to go to the buyer, or if they 
aie to be handled differently. Ob­ 
viously these provisions will depend 
upon the time of year the farm is 
sold. 
4. Designate by whom current 
taxes, assessments and insurance 
premiums shall be paid. These may 
be apportioned between the buyer 
and seller, 
depending 
upon the 
amount of the current 
term for 
each item that has elapsed. Some­ 
times the buyer simply agrees to 
pay all future installments. As a 
general rule taxes occurring dur­ 
ing the current year are paid by 
the one who gets the crops. 
5. Provide that the seller shall 
pay all past assessments, taxes or 
obligations of any kind against the 
land, prior to final settlement. 
6. Require the seller to provide 
an abstract containing all entries 
up to the present transaction and 
showing a clear and merchantable 
title. 
7. Provide for the delivery of a 
warranty deed free of exceptions 
or conditions, at the time filial set­ 
tlement is made with the seller. 
8. Provide for any special things 
which the seller agrees to do before 
delivery of possession, such as re­ 
pairing a building or well, etc. 
Before entering such a contract 
the buyer, if he borrows money to 
purchase a farm , should make an 
agreement with the lending agency 
specifying: 
1. The amount borrowed. 
2. The interest rate. 
3. The period for repayment. 
4. The number, amount and date 
of annual installments. 
5. Repayment privileges, particu­ 
larly with respect to the amount 
of principal that can be repaid in 
any one year. 
6. Appraisal fees or other loan 
service charges. 
7. Any special provisions in case 
af default in repayment of the loan. 
Fence Viewers — In connection 
with laws on division fences the 
state legislature has created a log­ 
ical body known as “fence viewers,” 
whose duties are as follows: 
1. To determine the value of a 
division fence in cases where ad­ 
joining owners can not agree on 
the contribution which should be 
made from one to the otheT for 
building the fence. 
2. In case ©I dispute to determine 
what proportion of a division fence 
should be maintained by each own­ 
er. 
3. On complaint by one 
owner 
that an adjoining owner has re­ 
fused to make necessary repairs, 
the viewers may examine the fence 
and, if they determine that repairs 
are necessary, order the delinquent 
party to make them within a reas­ 
onable, specified time. 
In counties under township or­ 
ganization, the town assessor and 
commissioners cf highways are ex- 
officro fence viewers—that is, they 
are Such because of the office they 
hold. In counties not under town­ 
ship organization, the county board 
appoints, for a term of one year, 
three viewers for each preciact­ 
in addition to other powers and 
duties, fence viewers may deter­ 
mine, for their town or precinct, 
what is the equivalent of a legal 
fence as defined by law and may 
compel testimony when consider- 
ing a fence dispute. 
Their decisions must be reduced 
to w riting and filed with the town 
clerk, or in counties 
not under 
township organization, with the 
county clerk. Viewers are by law 
entitled to $1.50 each a day for 
time necessarily spent in perform ­ 
ing their duties. This amount is 
to be paid initially by the party re­ 
questing their services. 
However, 
he is entitled to a proportionate 
contribution from the other owner. 
In case one party is in default, such 
person must pay the whole cost of 
the view. 
Laws relating to fence viewers 
are in Chapter 54 of the Illinois 
Revised Statutes. 


Qood Methods Of j 
Dairy Production 


a r e R e -e m p h a s iz e d 


Getting the highest net returns 
from the dairy herd this fall and 
winter in the face of large pro- 
, duction will 
require re-emphasis 
! of good feeding and management 
• practices, caution C. S. Rhode and 
j J. G. Cash, of the dairy depart­ 
ment, University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
However, 
present 
indications 
point toward a satisfactory year 
for dairymen who give serious con­ 
sideration to the factors1 necessary 
for efficient production, the spec­ 
ialists say. 
“In the fact of unusually large 
dairy production, prices have im­ 
proved during the year, owing to 
heavy consumption brought about 
by a higher level 
of employment 
and bigger payrolls. While produc­ 
tion during the fall and winter is 
likely to be above average, it also 
seems probable that consumer de­ 
mand will average higher than dur­ 
ing the safe period a year ago. 
Therefore, supplies are not likely 
to become burdensome.” 
To build a money-making dairy 
program this fall and winter, the 
place lo start is the feeding plan, 
according to Rhode and Cash. “In­ 
ventory the feed supply. Be sure 
the cost of the grain mixture is as 
low as possible in keeping with 
good feeding practices and that it 
is balanced to fit the kind and 
quality of roughage available. Feed 
grain according to production and 
give careful attention to cows* at 
calving 
time. 
Always 
supply 
plenty of salt and add some bone 
meal w’hen needed. 
“Another way efficient produc­ 
tion may be assured is by close 
culling of low* producers. Since the 
net return from each cow is large­ 
ly dependent upon the level of pro­ 
duction, 
diseased 
animals, 
shy 
breeders and poor producers should 
be disposed of before herds are put 
in winter quarters.” 


Good Father-Son 
Relations Needed On 
Illinois Farms 


One of the greatest opportunities 
for developing Illinois agriculture 
and better rural communities is 
through ;u.:*er-son business rela­ 
id nships, annual Farm and Home 
Week visitors at the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture were 
told I 
cfternoon by H. C. M. 
Case, beau of the College’s ag ri­ 
cultural economics department. 
Prof. Case named four reasons 
why young men should stay on the 
farm . 
First, farm ing at its best in Il­ 
linois will more surely provide suf­ 
ficient income for a satisfactory 
living for the farm family than any 
other line of work a man might 
undertake. 
Farming, as the best 
farm ers farm , pays from $19 to 
$20 an acre mote annual returns 
than is found on other farm s in 
the same community where a poor 
job of farm ing is carried on. 
Second, farming as a tenant is 
a normal w*ay for many young peo­ 
ple to start. 
From 30 to 40 per 
cent of the tenants in many coun­ 
ties are related to the owners of 
the land they operate. Under these 
conditions tenancy frequently rep­ 
resents a satisfactory means of 
passing land on from one genera­ 
tion to the ncjxt. 
Third, young people with limited 
capital can get a larger return oul 
of that capital by investing it in 
operating equipment than they can 
by buying land. 
"Finally 
Case says tenants on 
many Illinois farm s have a larger 
total investment than owners of 
land invested 
w’hen they started 
farm ing 40 to 50 years ago. Mod­ 
ern equipment makes for 
larger 
total investment, wdiich makes it 
more difficult for the young man 
to begin. 
Proper father-son business re­ 
lationships are one of the best 
means of developing a strong, sta­ 
ble community life with the same 
family remaining on the same farm 
from 
generation 
to 
generation, 
Case concluded.

B. If the farm is bought thru 
a real estate firm and the firm 
offers to find a loan, get the title 
examined, draw up the contract 
with the seller or place insurance 
for tho buyer the latter should 
be sure he is getting competent 
service in all these things, that 
he is dealing with companies or 
individuals as reliable as he could 
pick for him and that casts are 
not out of line with those from 
companies or individuals which 
might be selected by the buyer 
to perform these services. 
C. Be sure there are no valid 
liens, judgm ents or other obliga­ 
tions not appearing in the ab­ 
stract. 
D. Find out if anyone has an 
easement to the use of any of 
the land as a roadway or for 
other purposes. 


More Attention 
Should Be Given 
Farm Buildings 


“Too often farm ers are confront­ 
ed with the spectacle of the big

Only 2 Soybean 
Products Affect 
Soybean Prices 


Only two soybean products, soy­ 
bean meal and soybean oil, are ' 
of sufficient commercial importance 
to influence the price of soybeans, 
L. J. Norton, agricultural econo­ 
mist of the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, told a Farm 
and Home Week audience today. 
Since both products must face 
the competition of a number of 
alternative products in the m ar­ 
ket, the demand for and the price 
of soybeans are influenced by both 
the prices and supplies bf othes^v 
products, Norton said. 
Soybean meal must compete in­ 
directly with all feedstuffs—most 
directly with the high-protein feed­ 
stuffs, chiefly the oil feeds. 
Nor­ 
ton states th at the estimated totai 
production of these was about 4 
million tons in 1940, the largest on 
record, and one-third more than 
the 1928-32 average. This increase 
in production of high-protein feed­ 
stuffs as a group has lowered their 
prices relative to the prices of 
feed grains. 
Of these 4 million 
tons, cottonseed represents about 
50 per cent, soybean meal 82 p r 
cent and linseed-meal about 12 per 
cent. 
The tonnage of soybean* 
meal is large enough to be a prico­ 
leader along with cottonseed meal. 
Soybean meal has gone ahead cf 
linseed meal in this respect in the 
last ten years. 
Although soybean oil as a semi-,' 
drying oil can be used as a partial 
substitute for more expensive dry­ 
ing flit in such industrial uses as 
paint, and cole oils, soybean oil 
is now used principally as a food 
oil in the m anufacture of cooking 
compounds and m argarine. Tn these 
uses it is most directly competitive 
w’ith cottonseed oil and indirectly 
with lard, Norton explained. 


m aterials and w-here they are best 
adapted. 
“The m ajority of homer 
date

Why A Lump-Sum Payment 
Was Made to His Parents 
After A Young Worker Died 


Not so long ago a river boat cap-- 
sized and a young man was drow*n- 
ed. 
Now this young man (to be 
known herein as “X” had worked 
off and on, in a machine shop; 
and during the past three years 
contributed one per cent of his 
wages to the old-age and surviv­ 
ors insurance fund. 
But when he 
died he left neither wife nor child; 
and his middle aged parents who 
survive him were not dependent up­ 
on him for support, at the time of 
his death. 
Therefore, no one is 
entitled to monthly benefits as a 
result of his participation in the 
old-age and survivors insurance 
system. However, in such cases the 
law* provides for a death paym ent 
to certain survivors. So this young 
man’s father was advised to file 
claim for a lump-sum death pay­ 
ment of Federal insurance. 


Examination of his wage record 
(w'hich has been kept by the Social 
Security Board) showed that he 
worked in a job covered by old­ 
age and survivors insurance provi­ 
sions during 8 calendar quarters 
since the law w*ent into operation 
(January I, 1937). 
Calculations 
indicated that his wages averaged 
around SI OO per month. 
The pri­ 
mary insurance benefit based on 
an average w*age of SI OO is S25.75. 
That means that his parents to­ 
gether would have been paid $25.75 
every month, had they been 65 
years old and dependent upon their 
son for support. But such w*as not 
the case. 
So, instead of monthly 
benefits, which ordinarily w*ould

Asserting the breakdown in do­ 
mestic morals in American lives 
can be traced largely to a break­ 
down in Gospel preaching,

noted evangelist urged a program 
embracing stronger m arriage and 
divorce law*s, financial aid for the 
marriage of needy young people, 
a counter-movement against birth 
control, subsidies for children, and 
a check on immoral pictures, books, 
plays and other matter.

Had it been shown that they 
were dependent upon “X” at the 
time of his death his middle aged 
parents would have received the 
lump

$154.50; then, as each parent reach­ 
ed the age of 65 he or she would 
have recaived an insurance benefit 
check for $12.37 every month there­ 
after. 


The law provides that in case 
of the death of an insured worker 
who leaves no widow and no child 
entitled to benefits, monthly pay­ 
ments 
of 
survivors 
insurance 
amounting to one-half of the de­ 
ceased wage earner's prim ary in­ 
surance shall go to each parent, 
provided th at parent has reached 
the age of 65 and was actually de­ 
pendent upon the deceased at the 
time of his death.

NE of the fav orite dreams of 
American youth, both male 
and female, is of themselv es as il­ 
lustrious members of the working 
press, in other words, as reporters.

Once 
in a while there is an exception and 
such an exception is Dorothy Kil- 
gallen, the Voice of Broadway on 
the New York J ournal-American 
and the only girl Broadway col­ 
umnist. 
* 
Miss Killgallen has been in “ the 
racket” a scant ten years. Daughter 
of the famous reporter J immy Kill- 
gallen, she got her first break one 
J une day ten years ago when she 
went to work on the New York Ev e­ 
ning J ournal for $ 20 a week. Louis 
Sobol, writer of Manhattan Cav al­ 
cade, tells the story of her career in 
the February issue of Cosmopolitan 
Magazine. He remembers: 
“ The boys in the city room of the 
J ournal when she first went to work 
for the paper nicknamed her Mickey 
Mouse.. . . When she brought in two 
startlin g news beats on successiv e 
day s, someone nicknamed her, half 
in derisio n, half in admiration, the 
Girl Wo nder. She has been the Girl 
Wonder in the opinion of her feliow 
wo rkers ev er since.” 
Miss Killgallen started the hard 
way by “ cov ering” the morgue and 
within two years was competing, 
with the country's best journalists 
on straight news. At twenty-three 
she competed in an nround-the-world 
race with two other reporters and 
became the.first woman to fly across 
the Pacific in a passenger plane and 
the first woman to fly around the 
world. 
In her ten years, Miss Killgallen 
has risen from an av erage yearly 
wage of $ 1,000 a year to approxi­ 
mately $ 20,000. She goes to work in 
a chauffered limousine and has a 
priv ate secretary and a personal of­ 
fice boy.

American youth, both male 
and female, is of themselves as il­ 
lustrious members of the working 
press, in other words, as reporters.

Once 
in a while there is an exception and 
such an exception is Dorothy Kil- 
gallcn, the Voice of Broadway on 
the New York Journal-American 
and the only girl Broadway col­ 
umnist. 
Miss Killgallen has been in “the 
racket” a scant ten years. Daughter 
of the famous reporter Jimmy Kill­ 
gallen. she got her first break one 
June day ten years ago when she 
went to work on the New York Eve­ 
ning Journal for $20 a week. Louis 
Sobol, writer of Manhattan Caval­ 
cade. tells the story of her career in 
the February issue of Cosmopolitan 
Magazine. Ile remembers: 
“The boys in the city room of the 
Journal when she first went to work 
for the paper nicknamed her Mickey 
M ouse.. . . When she brought in two 
startling news beats on successive 
days, someone nicknamed her, half 
in derision, half in admiration, the 
Girl Wonder. She has been the Girl 
Wonder in the opinion of her fellow 
workers ever since.” 
M iss Killgallen started the hard 
way by “covering” the morgue and 
within two years was competing 
with the country’s best journalists 
on straight news. At twenty-three 
she competed in an around-the-world 
race with two other reporters and 
became the.first woman to fly across 
the Pacific in a passenger plane and 
the first woman to fly around the 
world. 
In her ten years, Miss Killgallen 
has risen from an average yearly 
wage of $1,000 a year to approxi­ 
mately $20,000. She goes to work in 
a chauffered limousine and has a 
private secretary and a personal of­ 
fice boy.
